The news that Lee had invaded 


Pennsylvania sent a thrill of terror 
across" the land. On Sunday morning 
ihe citizens of Carlisle and Harrisburg 
left the churches to go forth and throw 
up breastworks;Philadelphia and New 
York were overtaken by panic. And 
then it was that lUeade went up 
asainst Lee and his victorious host. 
It was an hour of destiny. Abraham 
Lincoln, rising from 
his knees in 


Washington, saw an Invisible Figure 
enter the battle scene and take charge 
of the hosts. It wac; as if the Infinite 
God had said to the invading wave. 
fretted with fire as it rolled north: 
"Here stay thy proud waves: thus far 
ajid no further!" From that moment 
fhe cause of secession ebbed away like 
a receding tide. Gettysburg broke the 
spell of Lee over the army and the 
South. Southern people began to lose 
faith in their cause. 


Contrariwise. Gettysburg put new 


strength into the Northern soldier's 
arm. encouraged the banker to take 
the war bonds and fired the hearts of 
the farmers and the women and the 
workingmen. keeping the stuff at home 
that they might support the soldier 
toy at the front. And it is not too 
much to say that it was Gettysburg 
that enabled the North to win the vic- 
tory at Appomattox. 
THE INFLUENCE OF GETTYSBURG 


UPON ENGLAND. 


But more striking still the influence 


of Gettysburg upon, the attitude of 
England and toward the Xorth. From 
lie" very beginning of the war. the 
mother land was on the side of the 
South and slavery. 
The leaders of 


Parliament, like Gladstone and Salis- 
bury. had invested in Southern bonds. 
Both, -wanted the South to succeed, 
Chat they might obtain their interest 
and conserve tneir capital. The Eng- 
lish. patrician, -who believed in aristo- 
cratic government, did not "want the 
"Republic and 'democratic institutions 
1o succeed.

The libraries 
hold no story so sublime and pathetic 
as the story' of Lincoln. Be the rea- 
sons what they may, when the Ruler 
of Nations wishes to secure a forward 
movement of society, he has passed by 
the king's palace, in favor of the poor 
man's house. 
When 
God wished a 


father for the bondman, He went to a 
log cabin in Kentucky. Calling to His 
side heaven's favorite angel—the an- 
ssel of suffering—He laid 
the poor 


man's child in the arms of the angel— 
whispering, "Oh, sorrow—thou best- 
loved child of heaven and earth—take 
thou this child and rear him for me. 
and make him great. Plant his path 
thick with thorns, cut his little feet 
with sharp rocks, load his young back 
with heavy burdens, pull out of his 
arms everything he loves, break the 
heart a thousand times, like a box of 
alabaster ointment, and when he is 
strona by burden-bearing, sympathetic 
through "suffering to the sigh of any 
alack child—when every footprint up 
the Hills of Difficulty has been made 
crimson with his blood, bring him back 


dirty chimney-! 


But if the believers in monarchy 


wanted the Union to go to pieces, 
through the success of the South, the 
poor people of England wished the 


to the throne, and with him there shall 
oe emancipated 3,000,000 slaves!" This 
is how the great God made Abraham 
Lincoln to be the gieatest man in the 
history of the republic. 


Our'students today, in American col- 


leges, translate the orations ot Demos- 
thenes against King Philip and of 
Cicero against Catiline. Five thousand 
years from now. in Chinese universi- 
ties, these students of the future may 
translate some oration out of English 
literature, but the oration will not be 
by Burke or Fox—by Gladstone or 
John Bright. That which the Chinese 
student will translate into his mother 
tonsue will be the oration of Abraham 
Lincoln at Gettysburg. Wonderful in 
its simplicity, purity and sunniness of 
style, it is wonderful also because of 
the number of mothers ideas of liberty 
that it contains. Edward Everett's 
oration, three hours long, -was a bushel 
of diamonds carefuhy polished. Abra- 
ham Lincoln's 10-mimite speech, was a 
handful of seed corn that has sown 
the world with the harvest of liberty. 
Gettysburg, therefore, broke the power 
of Secession, and freed the slaves on 
the one hand. But the greatest thing 
about the battle of Gettysburg is the 
fact that it made possible the speech 
of Abraham Lincoln, that has changed 
the history of liberty for all time to 
come. 
THE INFLUENCE UF GETTYSBURG 


UPON FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Let us now make a large place for 


bell rang in Independence Hall, in 
Philadelphia, and that other day, f i f t y ; 
years ago, when the infinite God en- 
tered the earthly scene and chose both 
for the North and for the South, and 
commanded the dnKes of invasion to 
stay at high water mark. But scarce- 
ly "less significant this day and this 
liour! For it is to the minute just fifty 
years ago by the stroke of the clock 
since Pickett's charge came to an end. 
Out of tweleve thousand men, three 
hundred leaped over the stone wall 
and fell upon the bayonets and the pis- 
tols of the Union soldiers, waiting to 
welcome them to their graves. Busied 
with many things, unfortunately, the 
ninety-live millions of our people do 
not today understand the full signifi- 
cance of this reunion. 
Never before 


in the world's histoiy have two armies 
that stood over against each other like 
two castles with cannon shotted to the 
muzzle, met in friendship, good will 
and with a common enthusiasm for the 
same flag—when only fifty summers 
and winters have intervened. 


Now has come a time when we are 


not two sections, but one nation. 
Should Northern soldiers die in _this 
hour, until there was not one man 
left who struggled here, you Union 
men could close your eyes in happiness 
and peace, knowing for a certainty 
that every interest dear to this coun- 
try and o'ur flag is safe in the hands 
of" the Army of Virginia and the sons 
and daughters of the old Confederate 
soldiers. They. too. hate slavery with 
a bitter hatred. 
TLey, too. love the 


Union and the flag with an immeasure- 
able love. If every Northern boy plays 
false in generations to come. Southern 
bovs will stand true, for they have 
found out. how slavery devastates and 
saps the industrial lire of a people, and 
bow liberty and union feed the vital 
forces of manhood. Gone, all the bar- 
riers that once separated! The last fire 
of hatred has died out into cold ashes. 
Blood has been red rain, going to the 
roots that feed the blossoms of the 
tree of liberty. Now the whole nation 
is proud—proud of the men of the gray 
and the men of the blue alike!

The 
following extract presents some impor- 
tant facts showing the general trend 
of the business: 


"There are in Cleveland one hun- 


dred and thirty-one movies, with a 
seating capacity of 62,442. 
The sta- 


tistics of attendance are interesting. 
During the one-round tour of the in- 
vestigation S.245 children were count- 
ed, and over half of them, or 4,290, 
were unaccompanied. About 115.000 
people—men. women and children— 
daily attend the motion pictures.— 
one-sixth of the population of Cleve- 
land. This is for week days, and 
counts all 
performances, afternoon 


and evening. There is no way of esti- 
mating the 'repeaters.' 
On Sundays 


and holidays about 200,000. or one- 
third the total population, attend. A 
residence canvass of the families in 
fifteen different neighborhoods showed 
that on an average over half of all 
the families visited picture shows 
more than once a week. And when you 
think that Cleveland figures are prob- 
ably pretty representative for the 
whole United States, it gives you an 
idea of the Immense patronage of these 
places and the immense influence and 
opportunity they have."

Orders for printing 100,000.000 Red 


Cross Christmas seals tor use during 
the holiday season this-year have al- 
ready been placed and preparations 
for the sale are well under way ac- 
cording to an 
announcement made 


from the New York campaign head- 
quarters today. 


Over 40..000.000 or ?400.000 worth of 


seals were sold in 1912, a gain of near- 
ly 25 per cent, over the previous year. 
Becatie of the deep interest in the anti- 
tuberculosis movement for which the 
seals are sold, the American Red Cross 
and The National Association for'the 
Study and Prevention of-Tuberculosis 
who conduct the sale, hope to reach 
the 50.000.000 mark this year, netting 
$50u.OOO for the prevention of con- 
sumption. 


A radical dparrare from previous 


seals in the shape and character of 
the design will be instituted this year. 
The seal will be rectangular in shape. 
I 1-2 inches wide and 1 inch deep. The 
center of the design will depict Santa 
Glaus with his eight reindeer dashing 
across a field of snow, and the border 
will be a brilliant red and green deco- 
ration of poinsettias and holly, the 
Red Cross emblem appearing on either 
side.

Dunns 
thu night of J uly 2, 1S63, officers of the 
commissary department of the Feder 
al Army superintended the removal 
of practically the entire stocfe, 
Mr, Rowe a carefully itemized bill of 
sale and order on the United States 
Government for payment, which like 
others of the border raid claims was 
sever paid. Their only disappoint- 
ment was in not securing tobacco, the

Stars and Stripes In the Flag. 


The tlacr of thirteen stars and thir- 


teen stripes was adopted by congress 
on June 14. 1777. The stars were at 
first arranged in a circle, but a few 
years hirer were placed in rows. After 
the admission of Vermont and Ken- 
tucky to the Uuiou the number of 
stars and stripes was increased to fif- 
teen each on May 1. 1795. the law to 
that effect bums signed by President 
\Yashiugton Jan. 13. 1794. The flag re- 
mained in that form through our wars, 
with France, with Tripoli and with 
Encland. on the first voyage of an 
American warship around Cape Horn 
and the Cape of Good Hope aud in the 
writing of Key's '-Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." On April 4. ISIS. President Mon- 
roe signed the present flag law. and 
on July 4. ISIS, the national ensign 
was made f> consist, as at present, of 
thirteen stripes and of a number of 
stars equal to the u'.nnber of states.—
